Henry Harrison, Loved by Little 
Folk, Evidently Feared Death 
by Heart Disease. 


MADE TOYS FOR CHILDREN 





Settled Their Disputes and 
Patched Up Their Cuts— 
Neighbors’ Handy Man. 





Henry Harrison, loved by the children 
about Bell and Vandeventer avenues, 
and the neighborhood carpenter and 
handy-man, was found dead Thursday 
morning in his shanty at 3831 Bell ave- 
nue. He had killed himself during the 
night with a revolver, firing two shots 
into his right temple. He was 72 years 
old. ee 

A group of sorrowing children gath- 
ered about the one-room shed when the 
news of the suicide spread. Harrison 
had given them candy and bound up sore 
toes, made them toys, and was regard- 


ed as a kind of institution In the neigh- 
borhood, where he had lived 16 years. 

And the youngsters knew they had lost 
a friend. 

Had Heart Disease. 

The cause for the act probably was 
worry over heart trouble, which, 
Harrison had been told, might prove 
fatal. He went to the city hospital 
a week ago on account of an attavk 
of the trouble and was told by phy- 
sicians there that unless he was care- 
ful about his diet and avoided ex- 
eitement it would kill him, He seemed 
greatly depressed when he returned 
home, but he gave no expression of 
intention to end his life. 

Mrs. Anna Bickert of 3802 Windsor 
place, in the rear of whose home the 
shed stands, and from whom Harrison 
rented it, took a bowl] of soup to him 
Wednesday evening, kuowing he wus 
not feeling well and fearing he would 
not cook for himself. As was cus- 
tomary with him, .when -.anything 
savoring of charity was offered he 
refused it. 

Discovered by Policeman. 

‘Tl guess I've had enough food in this 
life,” he told Mrs. Pickert, but she did 
not guess the despair which lay behind 
the words. 

Patrolman Stutz, passing the shed at 
7:15 a. m., glanced through the open 
door and saw Harrison lying across the 
bed. His peculiar posture caught the 
policeman’s attention, and he entered 
the place. Then he discovered that its 
occupant was dead. 

On she floor: was the revolver, and 
near by, on a pine table, was Harrison's 
worn Bible, some almanacs and maga- 
zines with which he had whiled away 
lonely evenings, after the _ children 
thereabouts had quit their after-dinner 
play. 

The Neighborhood Solomons, 

Harrison was eccentric and would not 
tell anything about his family. , He grew 
gruff when questioned about it, and 
whether he had been married was not 
known even by those who had lived fn 
the neighborhood for years. He once 
said that he’'had lived in Salem, Mo., 
but further than that his history, prior 
to his moving into the shed, was a 
mystery. 

He had a little workbench in the shed, 
and did odd jobs of carpentering there. 
He was the factotum of the neighbor- 
hood, and was called on when house- 
wives wanted anything done from an 
errand to a bit of plumbing. His inde- 
pendent spirit, and his fondness for 
the children, Had made him a general 
favorite.

eight governors, among them several 
champions of her cause from the West, 
assembled half an hour earlier than 
usual today to hear her speak. The 
convention hall was crowded to its ca- 
pacity by the wives, daughters and 
friends of the governors and women who 
had come for many miles to help the 
cause with their presence and applause. 
Misg Shaw was late in arriving and 
the hearing granted the: suffragettes 
was temporarily postponed to per- 
it the presentation of a plan to 
commemorate the fiftieth anniversary 
of the battle of Gettysburg, July 1 
to 4, 1913. _Bach governor was in- 
vited to attend in his official capa- 
city and to urge his legislature to 
send the State’s Civil War veterans. 
Woman Tells of Confusion. 
Mrs. J. W, Brannan of the Woman's 
Political Union of New York pre- 
ceded Dr. Shaw. She presented to 
the governors a book ghowing, she 
said, “the strange confusion vf 
woman’s status in the different 
states.” 
“I appeal 
thought to 
only five 


to you governors to give 
this question. There are 
states where your wives, 


daughters and sisters have the privilece. 


to serve our country. How can you ex- 
pect the women of these disfranchised 
states to rest satisfied and content un- 
der this discrimination?’ 

“There is but One more appeal to 
make, Mrs. Brannan concluded, “and 
that is to a higher bar. We appeal to 
the God of our country to befriend us, 
for our cause its just.’’ 

Mrs. Abram Van Winkle of Newark, 
N. J., head of a New Jersey organiza- 
tion, followed Mrs. Brannan. 

Gov. Hadley, in speaking of the state 
contro] of railway rates, repeated his 
contention that each state should have 
the power to fix the cost of transporta- 
tion within its borders. He said: 

“The question as to the right to 
regulate within their limits the 
rates of transportation of railroad 
companies engaged in _ interstate 
commerce, which is now pending be- 
fore the Supreme Court of the United 
States for decision is, in my opinion, 
one of the most important, if not the 
most important question with which 
that court has had to deal in recent 
years. For the question of trans- 


portation is the most important ques- |} 


tion of commerce and, in fact, of 


‘civilisation itself. 


Advantage to Companies, 

“The importance and the far-reaching 
effect of the decision that will be ren- 
dered upon this point can hardly be 
overestimated. If the right of regula- 
tion .of the rates of transportation 1. 
intrastate commerce shall be denied the 
several states then there will be enjoyed 
by the railroad companies the right to 
fix intrastate rates of transportation 
free from any supervision or regulation. 
And they will thus be enabled to levy 
a trfbute upon the people of the several 
states, the amount of which will be 
limited only by their own necessities or 
desire for gain. 7 

“Further than this, the denial of the 
right of the several states to regulate 
the rates of transportatiou in intrastate 
traffic will, as an inevitable and log- 
ical result, result in the denial of the 
right of the states to regulate or super: 
vise the conduct of any business inter- 
state in its character if thereby the con- 
duct of that business in interstate com- 
merce is directly affected or burdened 

Many Difficulties. 

“That there are many difficulties in- 
cident to the present situation is ap- 
parent. To adjust the rates pf the 
great transcontinental railroad com- 
panies to the changing conditions inci- 
dent to the changes in sentiment and 
administration in 48 states, is indeed a 
difficult problem. The whole problem 
of railroad rate regulation in this coun- 
try is in a cenfused, complex and un- 
satisfactory condition. 

“Most of the important present- 
day problems are clearly state ques- 
tions, and not national questions, The 
most important phase of the question 
of. transportation, I contend, is still a 
question for the states, rather than 
for the national Government. 

“The question of taxation is primar- 
ily a state problem. The proper com- 
pensation of those injured in indus. 
trial pursuits is essentially a state 
problem.. The laws regulating mar- 
riage and divorce; the conduct of 
public service corporations and ordi- 
nary .busifiess affairs; judicial pr>- 
cedure; laws regulating the hours of 
labor, improving the conditions un- 
der which it is performed, and pro- 
tecting the health and safety of tho 
who perform it, as well as the peopl 
as a whole, are all primarily ques- 
tions with which the state must dea!

The committee recently invited Gerhart 
and other Frée Bridge adherents. to ap- 
pear before it and answer a number of 
questions in explanation of their con- 
tention that the city administration is 
hampering work on the bridge. 

At a meeting of the committee 
Wednesday night Charles Niedringhaus. 
Dr. O. F. Fischer and Colin M. Selph 
were appointed to find out whether 
Gerhart and others can be forced to 
appear before the committee. Some 
members of the committee believe that 
as the expenditure of public money is 
involved, a petition signed by taxpayers 
would result in a court order that depo- 
sitions be taken to determine whether 
the money used in building the bridge 
is being properly handled. 

The Mill Creek Valley Imprevement 
Association Wednesday night refused 
to appropriate money to investigate 
charges against city officials regarding 
their attitude toward the free bridge.

Johnson, who killed John Griggs yes- 
terday and immediately surrendered, 
was released this merning under bond 
of $2600 and hastened to the bedside of 
his wife, whose confession led to the 
killing. 

The charge against him is first-degree 
murder. The preliminary will be held 
before Justice Lakeford Humphreys at 
Boy4dsville. 

Johnson, who is 69 years old, shot and 
killed Griggs, who was 4 years old, at 
the Johnson residence, after Mrs. John- 
sor had confessed he was the despoiler 
of their home. 

Johnson spent a restless night in the 
county jail. He was solicitous about 
the welfare of his wife, who had been 
left on what was presumed to be her 
deathbed when he killed Griggs and 
then rushed across the fields to give 
himself up to the authorities. 

Refuseg to Discuss Plight. 

“I cannot talk about this case,” he 
said. “I am all unstrung. I have not 
siept for almost a week. My thoughts 
are with my dying wife, whom I love, 
cespite her wrong-doing. Griggs was 
the cause of this affair. I was crazy 
when I saw him come near my home 
and I grabbed the shotgun and made for 
him. He said something to me and his 
very words goaded me to desperation.” 

The honesty’ of the aged man was 
apparent when he called a’ Fulton 
bank official to the jail this morn- 
ing and told him not to worty about 
$100 Johnson had borrowed from hirn. 
Johnson used the money to defray 
expenses in going to his former home 
in Jewell Junction, Io., about a month 
ago, for a visit with his children by 
a former marriage. 

News of the serious iliness of his 
wife reached him there last Friday, 
the message having been delayed a 
day.

Health Commissioner Starkloff, in.a 
[talk Thursday at the weekly lunch of 
the City Club, said that the milk supply 
in St. Louis is the “‘most unwholesome, 
filthy and dirty of that In any city in 
the United States.’’ 

Dr. Starkloff’s speech became in part 
a reply to Theodore Lange, a dealer in 
condensed milk, who had preceded him, 
and who defended dairymen, declaring 
that one cause of impure milk Ms the 
consumer’s unwillingness to pay a fatr 
price for what he got. 

“I wish,’’ said Starkloff, ‘“‘that I were 
in sympathy with what Mr. Lange has 
said, but I am not. I think St. Louis 
has the most unwholesome, filthy and 
dirty supply of milk of any city in the 
United States. Ninety per cent of it 
is unscréened, poorly kept and uncooled. 
The man who will put water in milk 
may put anything else there. 

“In my opinion, the man who robs 
the poor in the quality of milk he sells 
is the worst criminal on earth. 

“This outcry against impure milk has 
its good features, even though it is pe- 
rivcdical. It frightens the dishonest dai- 
ryman into a temporary honesty at

Nathan P, Withington, président of 
the Pioneer Coal and Coke Co., said 


3 Thursday that the arrest of Frederick 


E. Coe, vice-president of the company, 
on a warrant charging embezzlement, 
was the result of a confession made to 
Withington by Coe, and of a complaint 
from Coe’s wife. 

Coe, at the time of his arrest Wednes- 
day afternoon, said that the embezzle- 


‘|ment eharge was the result of a busi- 


ness dispute, and that he took charge 
of funds partly covering the firm’s oebli- 
gation to him, because the other mem- 
bers were trying to ‘‘freeze’’: him out. 
These statements were denied by WiAth- 
ington, 

Firm Paid Promptly. 

‘A month ago,” said Withington, 
“Mrs. Coe called’ me up and said she 
was worried by her husband’s behavior, 
and did not know how he was spending 
his money. She came downtown and 
met me at a lawyer’s office, and told 
me more about her troubles with her 
husband. What she said made me 
watchful. 

“I recalled that he had reported no 
collections on our account with Me- 
Connell & Pilcher, a firm which had 
been known as prompt pay. I asked 
Coe about it, and he said he had been 
unable to collect from them. I said I 
would see what I could do with them, 
and he begged me not to go to them. 
When I insisted, he admitted to me that 
he had been paid promptly by McConnell 
& Pilcher, and had cashed their checks 
for his personal use, The Night and 
Day 
was the applicant for the warrant—we 
were not.’”’ 

Was Sales Manager. 

The amount involved in the embezzle- 
ment charge is $412.15. Withington said 
Coe cashed the checks by using the 
company’s rubber stamp and signing 
his name as vice-president. This in- 
dorsement, Withington said, was de- 
fective. 

Withington ridiculed Coe’s assertion 
that Coe was the founder of the Pio- 
neer company and a large holder of its 
stock. He said Coe was employed as 
sales manager, and that one share of 
stoek was given him, also the title of 
vice-president. Withington said the 
company was formed by Alexander Yule 
and himself. 

Coe was discharged in August, 
Withington said, after failing to keep 
his promise to pay the shortage. He 
at first told Withington, the latter 
said, that he expected to get the 
money from hig sister. 

Coe was arrested at his home, 
5068A Fairmount avenue, and was re- 
leased on bond Wednesday night,

Mrs. Rumsey, however, says it its 
mot her picture—that the painting 
she entrusted to the art department 
of the dry goods company was a 
Meeker painting.

Mrs. Rumsey is spending the sum- 
mer on the Atlantic Coast, but 
through her attorneys, Robert M, 
Wilson and Percy Werner, she 
brought suit Wednesday in the Cir- 
cuit Court against the William Barr 
Dry Goods Co. for $750, the value 
she sets forth, of a Meeker painting 
she left at the dry goods house July 
8, 1909. 

Left Picture for Sale. 

She says it was agreed that the 
defendants were to get a 10 per cent 
commission if they sold the picture 
for $750 and that if it was not sold ft 
was to be returned to her in good 
condition. She alleges that the paint- 
ing has been so altered and injured 
as to have its value as a work of 
art’ destroyed. 

“It is our contention,” said Attor- 
ney Wilson, “that an employe of the 
William Barr Dry Goods Co. tried to 
wash the picture and rubbed much 
of the paint off, It was then re- 
painted. But after being repainted it 
could no longer be considered a 
Meeker painting and that is why we 
contend that the picture in the 
Noonan-Kocian art gallery is not 
Mrs. Rumsey’s picture. The Barr 
company denies that the picture was 
repainted to an extent that would 
damage it.” 

The painting originally belonged 
to the collection of the late Moses 
Rumsey, who was an art connoisseur. 
Meeker, who was one of the most 
famous painters St. Louis ever pro- 
duced, died after Rumsey acquired 
the painting. 

Value of Pictures Increased. 

The St. Louls artist’s paintings 
have greatly increased in money 
Value since his death. His best works 
have been paintings of swamp scenes. 

Mrs. Rumsey is expected to return to 
St. Louls soon, but her attorneys did 
not wait for her to get back before 
filing suit, as this is the last week in 
which actions can be brought at this 
term of court. The suit is not against 
the company which now owns the de- 
partment store. Since the controversy 
over the painting arose, former owners 
have sold the store to the owners of 
the Famous department store.

TELLS OF ROBBERY 


Henry L. Pace of St. James Says 
He Felt Blow on His Head 
Before Fall. 


—— — 


ASSERTS $450 IS MISSING 


Bartender at Windsor Club 
Denies That Physician Was 
Beaten There. 


Dr. Henry L. Pace of St. James, Mo., 
was found unconscious at 6:30 a. m. 
‘Thursday at ‘the foot of a flight of 


|\stairs leading from the Windsor Club 
‘at 118 North Sixth street. His scalp was 


cut and there was an injury which 
may prove to be a skull fracture. He 


waid at the City Hospital that he had 
been robbed of more than $460. 

A fall down the same stairway last 
December caused the death of John 
(Morrisen-Fuller, a banker of Glasgow, 
Mo. 

Morrison-Fuller’s fall was never fully 
explained, and the police were obliged 
to accept the theory of accident. Dr. 
Pace was unable Thursday to say pos- 
itively what caused his fall, but said 
he remembered receiving a terrific blow 
on the head, and that he believes this 
occurred before his fall, not at the end 
of it. 

: Hotel Guest’s Complaint. 

The Windsor Club also figured in po- 

lice records when Charlies M. Powers, 
a Jefferson Hotel guest, reported Aug. 
28 that he was slugged and robbed of a 
diamond scarf pin in the Windsor Club 
A pretext for an assault on him was af- 
forded, he said, by a quarrel over a 
dice game, and durjng the scuffle his 
pin was jerked from his necatie. Pearl 
Patterson, the club’s manager, was ar- 
rested at that time, but was later re- 
leased. 
Leslie Christoffel, bartender at the 
club, was arrested Thursday and held 
for an investigation of the Pace affair. 
Pace, when taken to the hospital, had 
$13.50 in his pockets, and had two dia- 
mond rings on his fingers and a dia- 
mond stud in his shirt. He insisted, 
when seen. by a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
that he had $476 when he went to the 
Windsor Club late Wednesday night and 
that he did not spend a large amount 
there, 

Had Been Here Three Months. 
Pace told the reporter that his name 
was Dr. William Page, though he is 
registered at the Laclede Hotel as Dr. 
Henry L. Pace. He declared that his 
wife lived in Wichita, Kan., and said 
he had been at the Laclede most of the 
time for the past three months, “‘look- 
ing around” St. Louis and associating 
with his friends here. Some of the 
best known men in 8t. Louis, he said, 
are among his acquaintances. 

“I went out to a garden at Newstead 
and Finney avenues last night,’ he 
said, “‘and then I went to the Jefferson 
Club, on Olive stroet, near Grand ave- 
nue. I got to drinking with two men 
there, and also played cards with them, 
winning $41. 
“Then they proposed that we go to a 
club downtown—I can’t be sure whether 
they said Windsor or not—and I went 
with them. 
“I took some more drinks with my 
friends there, but I still knew what I 
was doing, and I know that I had, with 
what I had won, $476. 
“I started to leave, and I can’t re- 
member clearly what happened, except 
that there was a blow that felt as if I 
had been struck on the head with a fist 
or a club.” 
Pace said he supposed the men who 
took his money left a small amount to 
discredit his story of robbery, and did 
not take his jewelry because it might 
be difficult fo dispose of. 

Club’s Version Isa Given. 
At 5:30 a. m. Thursday Ray Bedell of 
6146 Waterman avenue and Sidney Ma- 
rens of 4187B Olive street entered the 
Windsor Club and told Christoffel they 
had seen a man fall down the stairs. 
Christoffel was preparing to close the 
piace at the time. He went downstairs 
with Bedell and Marens, and they were 
joined on the sidewalk by Laurence 
Thomas of 3334 Lucas avenue and Mace 
Brown of 18 South Broadway, both-em- 
ployed at Duffy's restaurant on the 
floor beneath the club. The latter two 
aiso said they had seen Dr. Pace fall. 
Patrolman O’Brien appeared soon after. 
“Dr. Pace came into the club with 
Charley Miner of Carlinville some- 
where around 7 or 3 a. m.,” said Chris- 
toffel, when seen at Central District 
tation. “They had several rounds of 
rinks and were quiet and orderly dur- 
ing their stay. About 5:30 I told them 
I was going to close up. I had counted 
the cash and everyone else had leit 
the place. They started for the stairs. 
Miner went first. Pace remained a few 
minutes. I went on about my business 
and was in the back part of the club 
when two men ran upstairs and told 
me a man had fallen to the sidewa!* ‘n 
front of the club and was badly hurt. ’ 

Bedell: and Marens told Patreiman 
O’Brien they saw Pace fall from the 
fifth or. sixth step in the flight, and 
that no one was behind him.

St. Louis Physician Finds Justifi- 
cation for Putting Incurables 
to Death While Others Hold 


No Man Has Right to End a 


Life.

United States on the advisibility or 
justification of euthanasia. 

The action of two Shakers who put 
a sister to a painless death, when 
she was hopelessly stricken and in 
great constant pain gives timeliness 
to the discussion. : 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—“T have the 
greatest respect for the Shakers,” said 
the Rev. Christian F. Reisner of Grace 
Methodist Episcopal Church, “and I 
know that their beliefs lead them to 
the extremes of kindness. 

“There are undoubtedly situations in 

- which I. should sympathize with the 
act. I can conceive a situation in which 
I should perform it myself, I fancy. But 
I think such instances are entirely dif- 
ferent from cases of sickness. 


Not Higher Humanity. 
' “Buthanasia has ovoeen called the 


*higher humanity.’ I do not agree with 
that. I believe no man has a right 
to put an end to his own life, for he 
Can never know when his life’s work 
is done. If we were utilitarians pure 
and simple, I would agree with eutha- 
nasia. But where, then, would we be 
led to? If we were to kill the dying 
sick, the line of progress in the idea 
would assuredly be toward killing off 
the aged, and then the young majority 
might adopt Dr. Osler’s view and chlo- 
roform us all at 60."’ 

Jacob A. Riis, well-know sociologist, 
said: “I can imagine circumstances 
such as I trust none of us will ever 
experience in which the awful duty of 
taking life’ would be forced on one. 
But speaking generally, and especially 
In cases. of sickness, life is far too 
facred, and no circumstances could jus- 
tify the right to take it. 


* Hard to Decide. 
“Who could decide there was no 


hope? The poor patient should be the 
last to be trusted ‘with the decision. 
Torn with pain, distressed by the feel- 
ing of hopelessness, the patient may 
well desire the hastening of death 
which seems inevitable. Should the de- 
cision, then, be left to the doctors? 
There is no board of doctors in the

FAVORS EUTHANASIA 


UTHANASIA has an advo- 
E cate in Dr. E. Horace 
Johnson of 2433 North 
Grand avenue, who advocates 
legal action which shall afford 
a way of escape for the hope- 
lessly insane and those afflicted 
with Incurable maladies, 

“Until such action is legal- 
ized, with all proper safe- 
guards, no physician would con- 
sent to have anything to do 
with such a proceeding,” said 
Dr. Johnson in an interview. 
“But I am sure many physicians 
feel, as I do, that it is cruelty 
and not kindness to keep some 
persons alive. 

“‘T have a 9%-year-old boy 
among my patients whose 
mother prays dally for his 
death. He is helpless physical- - 
ly and mentally, an utter idiot, 
cursed for the sins of his 
father. Why should such an ex- 
istence be prolonged? 

“It would never do to let a 
single physician, or relatives, 
have the sole right to pass on 
such cases. A board of investi- 
gators: woulg be needed. In the 
absence of such a provision it is 
illegal to give such relief, and 
the Florida Shakers violated 
the law. But I do not feel that 
their offense was morally a 
great one.”

Dr. Henry Golden, one of the leading 
doctors here, however, is outspoken in 
his advocacy of putting to death per- 
sons in the last stages of incurable dis- 
ease, and especially patients suffering 
from organic cancer. 

Holds Adwanced Ideas. 

“I hold advanced ideas on this ques- 
tion,’’ said Dr. Golden, “and I may be 
criticised by members of my profession, 
but I believe that all persons afflicted 
with organic cancer and in the last 
stages of that dread disease, should be 
put to death with the use of opium. 

“Not long ago there was a case in St. 
Agnew’s Hospital of a woman suffering 
with cancer. For six weeks she could 
not hold anything on her stomach. 

“There was a consultation of physic- 
lans and I advanced the i.uea that this 
woman should be put to death. I be- 
lieved that it was the best way to end 
her agony. This was not done, and-the 
woman was taken to her home where 
she died. 

‘I do not think that any person should 
be put to death unless there was a con- 
sultation of physicians who agree that 
the person has no chance of living. I 
do not deny that ‘while there is life 
there is hope.’ 


Believes in Euthanasia. 
“I say, by all means, put a suffering 


person without hope of recovery to 
death.’’ 





Dr. 8. Solis Cohen, another leading 
physician, expressed the idea of the 
great majority of the local physicians 
when he said: “To my mind no person 
ever is justified in putting another per- 
son to death, even as a punishment for 
crime.”’ 

Dr. Cohen believes that the duty of 
a physician is to do everything in his 
power to keep alive the life spark.

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WOOL TARIFF-1880 AND 1911. 

The chronology of the wool tariff during 45 
years has been compiled by the Worcester Post. 
The first entry, under the date of April, 1866, re- 
cords the meeting at Washington of wool growers 
and wool manufacturers, who agree on new du- 
ties to be imposed on wool and woolen goods. On 
March 2, 1867, a Republican Congress enacted 
these duties substantially as agreed on and rec- 
ommended. . 

la, the spring of 1880 woal growers and wool 
manufacturers urged the creation of a tariff com- 
mission and obtained assurances as to the per- 
sonnel of such @ commission, if created. Perhaps 
the most interesting entry in the chronology is 
one which reproduces the following language in

July, 1880:

INDETERMINATE FRANCHISES. 


Commissioners Allison and Hornsby Explain the 
Meaning and Advantages of These Grants. 
To the Editor of ‘the Post-Dispatch, 

We have read with interest your editorial in 
the Tuesday’s issue of the Post-Dispatch headed 
“Sound Free Bridge Policy,” and, while we are 
gratified by the support of your paper of the gen- 
eral policy of the commission's attitude on ths 
Free Bridge question, we believe that that part of 
the editorial relating to the so-called indetermin- 
ate franchise might become a source of misappre- 
hension as to just what is meant by the term “in- 
determinate franchise,” 

The term is an unfortunate one in'that without 
some explanation it conveys the impression that 
such a franchise is a very hazardous one to the 
investor, but it is the term usually made use cf 
by commissions and writers upon the subject, and 
hence was used in our report. 

As a matter of fact, the so-called indeterminate 
franchise might just as well be called a perpetual 
franchise, with the right of the city at any time 
to buy the property at a fair price or to cause it 
to be transferred at a fair price to a different set 
of operators or grantees, 

The commission's definifion of an indeterminate 
franchise is partly set out in the following para- 
Sraphs qudted from its report on the Southern 
Traction ordinance: 

“The commission advises that such grants 
should be for no definite term, but their durati«m 
should be indeterminate, with a provision, how- 
ever, in every such grant that upon the revocation 
of the franchise the grantee should be paid the 
amount which it then has actually invested in the 
use of the public, with an additional amount to 
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districts, the great advantages of our central lo- 
cation for the distribution of commodities and the 
increase of the output and value of St. Louis prod- 
ucts offer abundant resoyrces for advertising. A 
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large fund of information on these subjects was 
compiled by Mr. W. F. Saunders of the Business 
Men’s League for the Post-Dispatch. After its

to 100,000 horsepower to run the subways which 
must inevitably be built. It can utilize an addi- 
tional 50,000 in light, heat and power in public 
buildings and institutions. 

In order to accomplish this, one of the schemes 
for obtaining power from the Mississippi, such as 
a dam at the Chain of Rocks suggested by Lyman 
E. Cooley, as part of the deep chanrel project, 
should be the aim of the city engineers and legis- 
lators. There is a good site for a power dam at 
Commerce, Mo., about thirty miles nearer than 
Keokuk. A year ago Mr. Cooley did not think the 
Keokuk scheme practicable because of the dis- 
tance from St. Louis. But so rapid is the progress 
in invention of electrical transmission that even 
greater distances are now practicable. In any 
event, the city has abundance of power to draw 
upon, either of the dams proposed being capable 
of supplying from 150,000 to 200,000 horsepower. 
Nearby sites should be utilized for public needs. 
The electrical product, as Mr. Cooley pointed out, 
will pay all cost and a handsome profit.

This provision 
protects the investors who have put real money 
into the enterprise (generally the bondholders) 
from the process known as “milking the property” 
in order to pay dividends on watered stock. 

It will be seen from the above that the investor 
(not the speculator) is practically sure of at least 
receiving his money back at any time the city 
may exert its option of purchase or transfer. 

On the other hand, the right of purchase, or 
transfer of the franchise to other grantees, gives 
the city at all times a power to enforces 
the provisions of the franchise, a power 
which under our present form of franchise, when 
the courts must be resorted to, is frequently so 
curtailed or subject to such delays as to be prac- 
tically inoperative in many important instances, 

Experience has shown that under the inde- 
terminate franchise there is no record of a mu- 
nicipality having exercised its option of purchase 
The grantees are, under such cir- 
cumstances, careful to give no provocation by 
disregarding their agreement, 

This form of franchise is not an experiment; it 
has been tried for many years in different parts 
of the country, and in almost every case the se- 
curities of the companies are at a premium over 
similar securities issued under fixed-term fran- 
chises. 

In St. Louis this kind of franchise is new, but 
it is significant that a member of the Trust Fund 
Committee of one of our largest and most succe3s- 
ful financial institutions stated in a public speech 
that, while his committee avoided all other forms 
of public service securities, they were willing to 
invest trust funds in the street railroads of Chi- 
cago and Cleveland. 

Both of these properties have come under strict 
regulation and both of them are operated under 
indeterminate franchises; i. e., franchises which 
the city may terminate by purchase, 

Inquiry among the better-infermed financial 
men of St. Louis would probably show not only 
that the indeterminate franchise is well thougnt 
of from the standpoint of the investor, but that it 
would be preferred over the old-fashioned fixed- 
term franchise. . 

The short-term franchise presents to the in- 
vestor the constantly recurring risk of the almost 
total destruction of his investment, and causes 
the public for many years before the end of each 
term to receive poor service, due to the unwilling- 
ness of the company to risk money in the proptr 
up-keep of the property, but this question cannot 
be discussed without carrying this communication 
beyond a useful length. . 

The commission feels that the creation of a cor- 
rect public opinion on this subject is of such im- 
portance to the advance and ultimate proper soli- 
tion of our public service problems that it asks 
the use of your columns for this communication 
and takes the occasion for at least a partial pres- 
entation of the advantages of the so-called inde- 
terminate franchise.

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WOOL TARIFF-—1880 AND 1911. 

The chronology of the wool tariff during 45 
years has been compiled by the Worcester Post. 
The first entry, under the date of April, 1866, re- 
cords the meeting at Washington of wool growers 
and wool manufacturers, who agree on new du- 
ties to be imposed on wool and woolen goods. On 
March 2, 1867, a Republican Congress enacted 
these duties substantially as agreed on and rec- 
ommended. 

la, the spring of 1880 weal growers and wool 
manufacturers urged the creation of a tariff com- 
mission and obtained assurances as to the per- 
sonnel of such a commission, if created. Perhaps 
the most interesting entry in the chronology is 
ohne which reproduces the following language in 


petitions circulated by powerful wool interests in 


July, 1880: 

That the manufacturer should have a pro- 
tective duty sufficient to offset the high cost 
of labor, interest and taxes; that the present 
tariff should continue uncil special and min- 
ute information from experts shall indicate 
the changes that can safely be made; that 
the best method of obtaining the required in- 
formation is through the Eaton Tariff: Com- 
mission. ] 

The chronology as a whole is a sweeping ar- 
raignment of privilege’s control of governmental 
functions. Once before, when hard pressed, it 
resorted to the Tariff Commission idea to retain 
its control. So far as Mr. Taft is concerfed, this 
clumsy, transparent device that sufficed 31 years 
ago, before as much light was available as now 
on tariff graft, sufficed again this year. 

It will not, of course, suffice for the people. 
After repeatedly promising to aid the movement 
against privilege, Mr. Taft has become a barrier 
to the further progress of that movement. The 
parallel between the situation now and in the 
early ’80s is ominous. Under the operation of 
the first Tariff Commission scheme, Schedule K 
was actually increased. 

The increases then authorized and the further 
increases made by the McKinley law have been 
three times perpetuated. Once by the Dingley 
law, once by the Payne-Aldrich law and lastly 
by Mr. Taft’s inexcusable tariff vetoes last 
month. 
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Interurban trolley lines are the favorite route 
over which the chariot of prosperity arranges its 
itinerary to not a few American cities. The trol- 
ley pole makes an admirable staff from_which to 
display the municipal banner of progress. 
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8ST. LOUIS A-WATER POWER CITY. 

St. Louis is destined to become a water power 
city within the next decade. In 1913 the great 
public franchise companies of the city will be 
utilizing about 100,000 electrical horsepower from 
the Keokuk dam water power plant. This will 
mean that all the 1200 or more street cars, using 
from 60,000 to 70,000 horsepower, will be run. by 
water power transformed into electricity; also 
the city streets will be lit by the same means, and 
thousands of offices, factories and residences both 
in the city and county will get their light ard 
power from the Same source. 

The near completion of this project ought to be 
merely the beginning of a movement whose end 
shall be the complete equipment of the city in 
all its public and private activities, with power 
derived from the Mississippi. or other nearby 
streams—a change which will give us cheap 
power and at the same time do away with the 
smoke nuisance. The city will need from 50,000 
to 100,000 horsepower to run the subways which 
must inevitably be built. It can utilize an addi- 
tional 50,000 in light, heat and: power in public 
buildings and institutions. 

In order to accomplish this, one of the schemes 
for obtaining power from the Mississippi, such as 
a dam at the Chain of Rocks suggested by Lyman 
E. Cooley, as part of the deep channel project, 
should be the aim of the city engineers and legis- 
lators. There is a good site for a power dam at 
Commerce, Mo., about thirty miles nearer than 
Keokuk. A year ago Mr. Cooley did not think the 
Keokuk scheme practicable because of the dis- 
tance from St. Louis. But so rapid is the progress 
in invention of electrical transmission that even 
greater distances are now practicable. In any 
event, the city has abundance of power to draw 
upon, either of the dams proposed being capable 
of supplying from 150,000 to 200,000 horsepower. 
Nearby sites should be utilized for public needs. 
The electrical product, as Mr. Cooley pointed out, 
will pay all cost and a handsome profit. 
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The suffragettes will note that Mayor Ella 
Wilson had to get a man to win her fight against 
that recalcitrant city council.

INDETERMINATE FRANCHISES. 


Commissioners Allison and Hornsby Explain the 
Meaning and Advantages of These Grants. 
To the Editor of ‘the Post-Dispatch, 
We have read with interest your editorial in 
the Tuesday’s issue of the Post-Dispatch headed 
“Sound Free Bridge Policy,” and, while we are

gratified by the support of your paper of the gen- 
eral policy of the commission’s attitude on the 
Free Bridge question, we believe that that part of 
the editorial relating to the so-called indetermin- 
ate franchise might become a source of misappre- 
hension as to just what is meant by the term “in- 
determinate franchise,” 

The term is an unfortunate one in that without 
some explanation it conveys the impression that 
such a franchise is a very hazardous one to the 
investor, but it is the term usually made use cf 
by commissions and writers upon the subject, and 
hence was used in our report. 

As a matter of fact, the so-called indeterminate 
franchise might just as well be called a perpetual 
franchise, with the right of the city at any time 
to buy the property at a fair price or to cause it 
to be transferred at a fair price to a - different set 
of operators or grantees, , 

The commission’s definition of an indeterminate 
franchise is partly set out in the following para- 
graphs qudted from its report, on the Southern 
Traction ordinance: 

“The commission advises that such grants 

should be for no definite term, but their durati«m 
should be indeterminate, with a provision, how- 
ever, in every such grant that upon the revocation 
of the franchise the grantee should be paid the 
amount which it then has actually invested in the 
use of the public, with an additional amount. to 
recompense it for losses in operation where the 
franchise has been in effect so short a time that 
the company could not reasonably be expected 
to have built up its business to a paying basis. 
+ “The plan has the added advantage of discour- 
aging overcapitalization by giving notice that the 
property may at any time be taken over at its 
real worth in actual investment in the service of 
the public. It thus tends to prevent the harm- 
ful exploiting of the ultimate investor andiche 
constant effort to make exorbitant charges t» 
meet the demands of watered securities.” 

‘In the franchise there should also be a provision 
that the: company shall set aside each year in 
proper hands a sum sufficient- to adequately pro- 
vide for the depreciation of the property and its 
rehabilitation when necessary. This provision 
protects the investors who have put real money 
into the enterprise (generally the bondholdera) 
from the process known as “milking the property” 
in order to pay dividends on watered stock. 

It will be seen from the above that the investor 
(not the speculator) is practically sure of at least 
receiving his money back at any time the city 
may exert its option of purchase or transfer. 

On the other hand, the right of purchase, or 
transfer of the franchise to other grantees, gives 
the city at all times a power to enforces 
the provisions of the franchise, a power 
which under our present form of franchise, when 
the courts must be resorted to, is frequently so 
curtailed or subject to such delays as to be prac- 
tically inoperative in many important instances, 

Experience has shown that under the inde- 
terminate franchise there is no record of a mu- 
nicipality having exercised its option of purchase 
'of transfer. The grantees are, under such cir- 
cumstances, careful to give no provocation by 
disregarding their agreement. 

This form of franchise is not an experiment; it 
has been tried for many years in different parts 
of the country, and in almost every case the se- 
curities of the companies are at a premium over 
similar securities issued under fixed-term fran- 
chises. 

In St. Louis this kind of franchise is new, but 
it is significant that a member of the Trust Fund 
Committee of one of our largest and most succe3s- 
ful financial institutions stated in a public speech 
that, while his committee avoided all other forms 
of public service securities, they were willing to 
invest trust funds in the street railroads of Chi- 
cago and Cleveland. 

Both of these properties have come under strict 
regulation and both of them are operated under 
indeterminate franchises; i, e., franchises which 
the city may terminate by purchase, 

Inquiry among the better-infermed financial 
men of St. Louis would probably show not only 
that the indeterminate franchise is well thougnt 
of from the standpoint of the investor, but that it 
would be preferred over the old-fashioned fixed- 
term franchise. 

The short-term franchise presents to the in- 
vestor the constantly recurring risk of the almost 
total destruction of his investment, and causes 
the public for many years before the end of each 


-term to receive poor service, due to the unwilling- 


ness of the company to risk money in the prop2r 
up-keep of the property, but this question cannot 
be discussed without carrying this communication 
beyond a useful length. 

The commission feels that the creation of a cor- 
rect public opinion on this subject is of such im- 
portance to the advance and ultimate proper solu- 
tion of our public service problems that it asks 
the use of your columns for this communication 
and takes the occasion for at least a partial pres- 
entation of the advantages of the so-called indo- 
terminate franchise, 

Our colleague, Mr. James A. Waterworth, being 
absent from the city, has no opportunity of sign- 
ing this communication.

BECOMES BANKRUPT 


Bostonian Who Has Has Long Lived 
in London Declares He 


Will Pay in Pull. 


LONDON, Sept. 4—The financial af- 
fairs ef Reginald H. Ward, who at one 
time in the role ef a “copper king” 
figured prominently in certain monted 
circles ef this city, were today placed 
in the hands of an official receiver in 
bankruptcy. No statement of the as- 
sets and liabilities is available yet. 

Ward explains that extensive declines 
in copper properties in which he is in- 
terested were responsible for his em- 
barrassment, which*he asserts is only 
temporary.

Gerrit Fort, Passenger Traffic 
Manager, Tells of Spending 
$1,250,000 in Year. | 


WILL REPEAT CAMPAIGN 
Originated Lounging Car to Be 


Featured on Cross-Country . 
Observation Trains. 





Gerrit Fort, who supervised the ex- 
penditure of $1,250,000 in advertising last 
year, the largest single advertis- 
ing appropriation ever made in 
one year, was a visitor in St. Lonis 
Wednesday. He is passenger traffic 
manager of the Union Pacific Rafiread 
system, and is a radical in advertising 
the country touched by that railroad. 

He returned Wednesday night to Oma- 
ha, where he has his headquarters, and 
will continue his work of trying to 
spend another million anda quarter in 
advertising this year. He came to St. 
Louis to inspect the new office of the 
company recently removed from Olive 
street to &15 North Ninth street. 

Fort says that in his advertising cam- 
paigns he has used all kinds of medi- 
ums from daily newspapers to maga- 
zines, booklets, pictures, pamphileta, bill- 
boards and lecturers. 

“The daily newspapers have produced 
the greatest results,”’ Fort told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘““‘We appeal to the 
people in our advertisements. We 
sometimes shoot in the air, but I am 
convinoed that enough of the shot scat- 
tered by the dally newspapers hit the 
mark to make the entire campaign pay. 

‘Railroads must be developers. They 
must develop the country through which 
the tracks run. The only way that I 
know of to develop a ceuntry is te let 
the people know what you have to of- 
fer. The daily newspapers reach the 
people and stimulate correspondence 
and desire for further knowledge. Fol- 
low-up literature then clesed the deal 
and makes a prospective settler of the 
newspaper reader.”’ 

Fort conducts an advrtising campaign 
as he would build a railroad. An Ex- 
ecutive Committee meets with him and 
plans a method of spending the appro- 
priation for the year. When all is 
ready the publicity men are as pro- 
gressive as railroad builders, who begin 
to grade for railroad tracks after sur-’ 
veyors and engineers have laid out the 
route to be followed. 


is difficult to estimate accurately,’’ he 
said. Wo authorize the expenditure 
and then begin to trace the results. In 
many instances we run against a stone 
wall before we get to the actual facts, 
but we find enough good done to know 
that advertising pays. 

“A conspicuous example occurred last 
year. Three years ago th® Union Pacific 
opened a direct line to Yellowstone 
Park. Before that time the park could 
be reached only by a tiresome stage 
journey. The first and second year we 
advertised the new line only slightly 
and let it take care of itself. The travel 
increased but slightly. 

‘Last year we advertised the direct 
route to the park extensively. The re- 
sult was that we more than doubled the 
number of passengers carried in the oth- 
er years. Al of these passengers had 
to ride over various parts of our road 
to reach the connecting line. 

“That is what I call producing direct 
results. It is emphasized by the fact 
that a competitor wno also touches that 
locality, made only a normal increase 
in business, while ours more than dou- 
bled.”’ 

The lounging car fitted with high-back 
chairs and observation windows, and 
furnishing phonograph music on the 
journey to the coast, was originated by 
Fort. The lounging cars, with music ac- 
companiment, will be featured in the 
cross-country trains from Omaha, Sept. 
16, 16 and I7, and Oct. 15, 16 and 17. 
These observation trains will be run 
on fast train schedules to San Fran- 
cisco, and will provide all of the trav- 
eling comforts to prospective settlers 
in the West. Connections for these 
trains will be made at St. Louis and 
Chicago. The trains are extensively ad- 
vertised as the “Colonist Trains de 
Luxe.”

FIRE IN HER FINGER TIPS 


Natives of Allentown, Pa., In- 
fluenced by Pow-wow Doctors, 
in Great Fear of Her. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
ALLENTOWN, Pa, Sept. 14-—The 


cruel old days of Salem witchcraft have 
been revived here.’ Mrs. Meta Immer- 
man, & poor seamstress .from New York, 
was put In jail and yesterday was driv- 
en out of town. 

In the week she was here Mrs. Im- 
merman was insulted and mocked, her 
baggage was thrown out of her lodgings, 
and she was stoned, arrested and thrown 
in prison. Mrs. Immerman came to 


Allentown to take the Kneipp barefoot 
treatment in the hope of restoring her 
eyes, almost destroyed by overwork. She 
took the treatment under John Kloss, 
who lives in a hut near town. 

The Y. M. C. A. sent her to the home 
of George Kipp, butcher, at 27 South 
Thirteenth street. In the house were 
also John Sobers and his young wife, 
soon to become a mother. Mrs. Immer- 
man is tall and angular, hair just a 
shade of red, and her faded gray eyes 
peered through very thick glasses. On 
the fourth day Sobers came home, suf- 
fering indigestion. He consulted Charles 
Kistler, a “pow-wow” doctor, one of 
many in this town, Kistler told him he 
was the victim of an evil spirit. 

Fire From Her Fingers, 

Then the Kipps and Soberses began 
to remember things. They remembered 
Mrs. Immerman’s strange diet of raw 
eggs and nuts and her nightly excur- 
sions to the city park to take the bare- 
foot treatment in the dewy grass. That 
night, when the Kipps went upstairs to 
bed, they passed Mra. Immerman’s 
room. The door was open and she was 
in bed. Kipp says her eyes burned like 
those of a cat. 

News like this travels. The next day 
the neighbors were saying that Mrs. 
Immerman was a witch and could flash 
fire from her fingers. They had seen 
the electric flashlight she carried at 
night to help her near-sighted eyes, but 
diGn’t. know what it was. That day 
little Winnie Kipp did not feel well. 
When Mrs. Immerman came home she 
found a note on her bureau ordering 
her to leave the house. She could not 
afford to do so until the week she had 
paid for was up. 

Hooted on the Streets. 

Next day she was hooted on the 
streets. At dusk she returned to find 
her trunk on the poch. She pounded 
on the door because she wanted the 
trunk key that was in her room. 

The Kipps called the police. The 
crowd yelled “Witch” as she was taken 


She was in jail 48 hours. In this city 
of 60,000 population there are 12 pow- 
wow doctors who “‘cast out devils” and 
feed on the superstitions of their fol- 
lowers. 

Mrs. Sobers’ baby cried the first week 
of its existence—another proof to the 
superstitious that it was bewitched. The 
Soberses now wear charms made cf 
sawdust and broken needles.
